Creating  a  Safer  Neighborhood 
An  Interview  with  Ingleside  Police  Captain  Rick  Bruce

Enough  neighborhoods  and  cities  have  now 
studied  crime  patterns  to  leave  little  doubt 
the  fact  that  well  organized  and  well  main¬ 
tained  communities  have  less  crime.  Mario 
Contreras,  a  St.  Mary's  Park  resident  recently 
interviewed  Captain  Rick  Bruce  of  Ingleside 
Station  to  find  out  his  thoughts  on  the  mat¬ 
ter. 

Mario:  What  are  the  differences  you 

encounter  between  the  neighborhoods  that 
have  Associations,  Improvement  Clubs,  etc. 
and  those  that  do  not? 

Capt.  Bruce:  Those  neighborhood  with 
Associations  and  Block  Clubs  are  more  orga¬ 
nized  and  focused,  more  effective  when  deal¬ 
ing  with  city  government  due  to  their  num¬ 
bers,  safer  due  to  their  knowledge  of  their 
neighbors'  schedules  and  vacations  and  more 
likely  to  accomplish  positive  change  in  their 
neighborhood 

Mario:  In  your  line  of  duty,  have  you  found 
Safe  Watch  programs  to  be  truly  beneficial  in 
curbing  criminal  activities  in  neighbor¬ 
hoods? 

Capt.  Bruce:  Yes.  Many,  if  not  most  of  the 
burglars  that  we  catch  are  as  a  result  of 
neighbors  phoning  in  upon  seeing  suspicious 
activities.  When  a  neighborhood  learns  the 
patterns  (work,  school  and  vacation)  of  its 
various  residents,  each  becomes  safer.

Additionally,  if  a  criminal  is  aware  that  a  par¬ 
ticular  block  is  organized,  by  the  posting  of 
Neighborhood  Watch  signs,  for  example, 
then  that  criminal  is  more  likely  to  go  to 
another  neighborhood  to  do  his  dirty  work. 

Mario:  What  are  the  reasons  for  home- 
owners  and  renters  to  keep  their  surround¬ 
ing  property  clear  of  debris,  high  grass  and 
weeds  and  overgrown  bushes? 

Capt.  Bruce:  There  are  two  reasons.  One, 
to  the  extent  that  a  property  is  clear  of 
debris  it  is  more  difficult  for  a  potential  bur¬ 
glar  to  hide  while  attempting  to  enter  the 
premises.  And,  two,  is  the  "broken  window" 
theory.  This  theory  states  that  once  a  prop¬ 
erty  begins  to  look  neglected,  such  as  by 
having  an  unrepaired  broken  window,  the 
property  actually  attracts  more  vandalism. 
The  same  is  true  of  other  crimes.  A  neglect¬ 
ed  home  is  often  a  magnet  or  both  vandalism 
and  other  crime.
